Before  you  submit  your  recording  to  your  teacher,  play  it  to  an  audience  of  friends  or  family 
members  and  watch  their  reaction.  Then  get  them  to  tell  you  what  they  liked  about  the 
recording.  Ask  them  for  some  honest,  constructive  criticism,  too. 

Based  on  the  feedback  you  get,  you  may  feel  confident  enough  to  submit  the  recording.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  your  test  audience  gives  you  ideas  for  enhancing  your  audio  or  video 
production,  you  may  want  to  make  some  changes  before  submitting  your  recording. 


Here  is  a checklist  that  will  help  you  create  and  evaluate  your  audio  or  video  production. 

□ When  I was  recording  my  version  of  an  urban  legend,  I made  the  story  sound  more 
authentic  by  using  names  of  stores  and  people  in  my  area. 

□ I tried  to  pick  up  on  some  techniques  or  mannerisms  used  by  professional  newscasters 
and  incorporate  them  into  my  telling  of  the  story. 

□ The  technical  quality  of  the  recording  is  good. 

□ The  sound  quality  and  volume  level  is  good. 

□ I made  effective  use  of  my  voice. 

□ I made  sure  there  are  no  unwanted  sounds  or  unwanted  visual  elements  in  the 
background. 

□ If  I used  a video  camera,  the  picture  quality  is  good.  The  lighting  is  appropriate. 

□ I used  an  appropriate  camera  angle  and  distance. 

□ My  telling  of  the  “news  story”  is  convincing. 

□ I played  my  recording  to  an  audience. 

□ My  audience  enjoyed  the  presentation. 

□ An  audience  who  didn’t  know  me  would  believe  the  story  if  they  heaid  it  on  radio  or 
saw  it  on  TV.

In  other  words,  bring  the  storyteller  to  life  by  telling 
a story. 


Use  the  following  checklist  to  ensure  that  you  have  related  an  effective  personal  story: 

□ I tried  to  engage  the  reader  with  an  attention-getting  opening  sentence  or  paragraph. 

□ I described  my  storyteller  using  vivid  details. 

□ I shared  with  the  reader  the  kinds  of  stories  my  storyteller  likes  to  tell. 

□ I proofread  my  work  to  check  for  errors  in  spelling,  grammar,  sentence  structure, 
capitalization,  and  punctuation.

In  Lesson  1,  you  learned  that  storytellers  have  always  assumed  the  enormous  task  of 
recording  and  transmitting  community  history  and  culture.  You  also  learned  that  there  are 
many  ways  of  preserving  history  or  stories: 


•You  can  memorize  and  tell  them  to  others,  hoping  that  they  also  will  remember  the 
stories  and  pass  them  on. 


•You  can  create  a permanent  written  record  of  the  stories. 
•You  can  record  the  stories  using  audio  or  visual  technology. 


It  is  very  likely  that  there  are  excellent  storytellers  in  your  family  or  among  your  friends.  In 
this  assignment,  you’ll  record  someone  you  know  telling  a story  using  an  audiocassette 
recorder,  camcorder,  or  other  voice-recording  technology.  Remember,  the  person  you  choose 
to  record  needs  to  be  a good  storyteller,  and  he  or  she  must  be  willing  to  be  recorded.  Give 
your  storyteller  enough  time  and  warning  to  prepare  for  the  recording.  The  story  can  be  about 
anything-— -but  preferably  something  true  that  happened  in  your  community  or  your  family. 
The  recording  doesn’t  have  to  be  very  long.  It  just  needs  to  be  as  long  as  it  takes  to  tell  the 
story.  The  quality  of  the  story  or  the  skill  of  the  storyteller  in  relating  the  story  will  not  be 
evaluated  in  this  assignment.  Personal  stories  are  priceless  to  those  who  tell  them  and  to  those 
who  enjoy  listening  to  them. 


In  the  event  that  you  have  no  one  who  can  act  as  the  storyteller  for  this  assignment,  then  you 
can  be  the  storyteller.  Tell  a story  that  is  personal  and  meaningful  to  you,  your  family,  or  your 
community. 


Use  the  following  checklist  to  complete  your  assignment: 

□ I asked  my  storyteller  for  permission  to  record  his  or  her  story  for  assignment 
purposes. 

□ I set  an  appropriate  date  and  time  for  the  recording. 

□ I reviewed  with  my  storyteller  the  purposes  of  the  assignment. 

□ I chose  the  technology  most  appropriate  to  my  assignment. 

□ I tested  the  equipment  to  ensure  that  it  was  operating  correctly  and  at  appropriate 
levels. 

□ I introduced  my  storyteller  on  tape,  providing  important  information  such  as  the 
storyteller’s  name  and  relationship  to  me. 

□ I asked  questions,  when  appropriate,  to  get  my  storyteller  to  provide  more  details. 

□ I thanked  my  storyteller  for  sharing  his  or  her  story. 
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Assessment  Criteria  (10  marks) 

• The  quality  of  the  recording  demonstrates  that  care  has  been  taken  in  testing  the 
audio  or  video  equipment. 

• The  student  has  introduced  the  storyteller  appropriately. 

• The  story  has  told  of  attempts  to  preserve  or  transmit  a piece  of  family  or 
community  history. 

• The  student  has  interacted  with  the  story  on  tape  when  appropriate, 




8.  Once  you  have  completed  the  recording  of  someone  telling  a story,  consider  what  went  well 
during  the  process.  Also  consider  any  problems  and  difficulties  you  encountered  as  you 
completed  the  lesson.  What  did  you  do — or  could  you  have  done — to  overcome  the 
problems?  Your  response  to  this  assignment  should  be  in  a form  similar  to  that  of  a journal 
entry. 

Remember  that  journal  responses  are  designed  to  enable  you  to  think  about  your  learning.  As 
you  reflect  on  learning,  you  should  consider  and  celebrate  what  went  well;  you  should  also 
identify  what  did  not  work  out  as  well  as  you  might  have  hoped.  The  next  step  is  to 
immediately  anticipate  what  you  can  do  the  next  time  to  avoid  the  difficulties  encountered.

Your  task  for  this  assignment  is  to  rewrite  that  myth,  or  another  of  your  own  choosing,  in  a 
more  modem  setting.  For  example,  the  myth  of  young  Phaeton  introduced  by  the  teacher  on 
page  18  can  be  retold  as  that  of  a teenager  borrowing  a parent’s  car  and  smashing  it  up 
because  he  or  she  could  not  handle  it. 

Here  are  some  suggestions  to  help  you  plan  your  writing: 

• Your  modernized  retelling  of  the  myth  should  be  relatively  realistic  or  plausible.  Retain 
the  important  details  of  the  plot. 

• You  may  change  the  names  of  the  characters  to  make  them  sound  more  modem. 

• You  may  add  to  or  leave  out  details  from  the  original  myth  to  make  your  story  more 
effective. 


The  title  of  your  modem  retelling  should  inform  the  reader  as  to  what  specific  story 
you  are  retelling.

• Keep  the  tone  courteous  but  firm. 

• Support  your  position  by  appealing  to  reason  or  logic.  It  is  appropriate  to  express 
how  you  feel,  but  do  not  base  your  arguments  solely  on  your  feelings. 

• Offer  a solution  for  how  to  address  your  concern,  or  make  a request  for  a retraction 
of  the  story.
